LONDON, Oct. &—The Anglo-American offensive on the St. Quentin sector has resulted in an advance 
at some places of four or five miles, according to the Standard’s correspondent. Many villages and prisoners 
have been captured. 

On the right of the new Anglo-American advance in the St. Quentin sector Essigny and other villages 
have been taken, according to the Evening News. 


WITH THE ANGLO-AMERICAN FORCES NEAR 8T. QUENTIN, Oct. 8.—American troops, going into 
battle in conjunction with the Fourth British Army on the St. Quentin-Cambrai front today, attacked near 
the point where the last line of the Hindenburg system already had heen smashed. The early reports in- 
dicated that progress was being made despite stiff machine-gun opposition. 

Simultaneously the Third British Army attacked on the front from Cambrai south along the continua- 
then of the Masnieres-Beaurevoir line.

TAMPA LOSS REMAINS 
UNEXPLAINED MYSTERY 


NAVAL OFFICERS ABANDON AT- 
TEMPTS TO CLEAR UP SINK- 
ING OF AMERICAN CUTTER. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. PF.) 

LONDON, Oct. 8.—The recent loss 
of the former American Coast Guard 
cutter Tampa, with a large casualty 
list, is one of the sea mysteries which 
naval officers have almost abandoned 
attempts to clear up. On the day of 
the disaster, the Tampa had been 
aiding in a convoy in Atlantic wa- 
ters, but left the other ships to pro- 
ceed to her base. 

When the Tampa had been gone 
about a half-hour, the American de- 
stroyers heard an explosion. appar- 
ently thirty miles away. The de- 
stroyers scouted ahead, and finally 
found wreckage and the bodies of 
two unidentified men. The near-by 
area was searched for two days, but 
without finding any survivors or oth- 
er bodies, or evidence whether the 
vessel was sunk by a torpedo, mine 
or internal explosion. 

The sinking of the Tampa ended 
the career of an efficient craft. Capt. 
Charles Satterlee, her commander, 
was recently commended by the fleet 
commander for the good work his 
vessel had done. 

The Navy Department at Wash- 
ington last Thursday announced the 
loss of the Tampa with all on board. 
Tt was said the vessel was sunk in 


a sub ne attack off the English 
coast, ptember 26. Ten officers, 
102 ed men, a British army of- 


ficer and five civilian employees were 
on board the vessel,

CAPTURE HUNS’ EMISSARY?

There is information in the hands 
of the customs officers on the bor- 
der, Collector of Customs Ellicott 
stated yesterday, that Pauli was on 
his way to thé City of Mexico, to see 
Baron Von Eckhart, the German 


Ambassador, through whom he 
could communicate with Wil-, 
helmstrasse. 


Pauli has a distinctive military 
bearing, and wears on his face the 
mark of scars like those received in 
duelling. He claimed to be in the 
employ of a well-known business 
Ari in Portland, Or., but a wire to 
that city disclosed the fact that he 
was not even known there. 

It is believed that Pauli is one of | 
the couriers of the Kaiser, belonging) 
to the gang that has been watched 
for very assiduously by the military 
police;at Camp Kearny. 


SCUTTLE OUR OWN SHIPS. | 


Capt. Dollar Tells Harbor Men We Must 
Ditch Our Fool Marine Laws. 


That this country fs placing ob- 
stacles in its own way dy building 
up a gigantic merchant fleet while 
her statutes are loaded down with 
laws which discriminate against 
American stearmshi owners was 
pointed out by Capt. Rob- 
ert Dollar of San Francisco in an 
address at the convention of the Pa- 
cific Coast Association of Port Au- 
thorities, at the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Capt. Dollar is perhaps the 
best-known American steamship 
owner operating in Pacific waters, 
and certainly the foremost steamship 
operator on the Coast. 

In his opening remarks he 
launched an ettack against the Sea- 
men’s Act and other measures which 
make it necessary for an American 
cargo boat to carry 380 per cent. 
more men in their engine crews than 
boats sailing under other flags. He 
says that countless pieces of freak 
legislation are making it impossible | 
for American steamship men to 
compete with the freighters of Great 
Britain and Japan. 

He pointed out for example that 
the pay roll of a standard type 
lar per month, 
sailed under three different flags, 
was as follows: American, $3270; 
English, $1308; Japanese, $770. He 
said an American steamship 
company cannot go into a port and 
pick up a cargo and transport it 
profitably when English freighters 
can pick R up for 46 ber cent. of 
the same pay roll expense. He de- 
clared we have too many laws, and 
that most of them restrict the very 
shipping that we should be foster- 


ing. 

For instance, he asserted, port 
charges are a mistake, because the 
ship owner has to tack the port 
charges on the cargo and the people 
have to dig down in their pockets: 
for it in the long run. He declares 
that when last he went before Con- 
gress to oppose the Seamen's Act 
there were at that time under con- 
sideration sixteen bills which were 
a menace to United States shipping. 
Since the war has been in progress, 
the Seamen's Bil) has not been en- 


forced, but he declares that he ex- 


pects it to be in full force when 
peace has been re-established, and 
in that event he thinks the Ameri- 
can . is going to 
be placed un a serious handicap. 
AFTER FOREIGN TRADE. 

“The thing I'd like to impress up- 
on your minds,” Capt. Dollar assert- 
ed, “is the necessity of going. after , 
foreign trade. You need to develop | 
foreign markets for your manvufac- 
tured articles. Tou've been going 
daffy about harbor development. Cut 
that out for a while and go to the 
bat on this foreign-trade proposition. 
England has completely organized 
thirty-six big concerns, which are in- 
terested directly in the development 
of foreign business. This country 
hasn't one that I know of. If we 
don't want to 


early to 
trade.“ 

Capt. Dollar expressed the opinion 
that China offers America the great- 
est market for all her products. He 
says that 
manufactured here cen be sold to, 
the people of China. 

“Go after business over there and 
you'll succeed no matter what you 
have to sell,” he exclaimed, “but 
send your best man over to get the 
business. It is no job for a boy or 
a loudly-dressed drummer. en 
you run up against the merchants of 
Hong Kong you'll shake hands with 
the smoothest bunch of buyers this 
world has seen.” 

BIG CHANCE. 

WS Wheaton of San Francisco 
emphasized the need for cultivating 
business relations with Malaysia. He| 
says that on the peninsula there are 
now 50,000,000 productive rubber 
trees, the product of which wilt | 
doubtiess come to thig country. In 
addition there are such commodities | 
as kapoo, tin and sisal. For exports‘ 
his country would have electrical 
supplies, machinery of all kinds, | 
shelf hardware and countless other 
articles needed in Malaysia. He as- 
serts that our shipping will be bene- 
fitted by the advantages offered by 
the port of Manila, where many 
things have recently been done to 
attract Pacific liners there.
